Third,
the feed must be given lu the right
way.” “Remember,” he sald “that
no hen ever lald an ogg because she
wanted to. Bhe s just & mechanical
machine which luys eggn when con-
ditlons are ko ashe oan’'t halp I*
“It Is up to the poultrymeu Lo make
those conditions. If your heus are
laying satlafasctority, don't change
conditions becsuse the hen shows
evary time o change Is made by u
slump In egg production.” “Bat,"
heo ul'd. it yol are tot getting eggs
it Ia becuuse of one of the three
things 1 have told you, or all of
them. It Is time to Investigute."

“Look t0 seo If the conditlony are
right, Don't crowd your hens
They should have 2% or 3 feat of
floor apace for each bird, Get your
high production trom pullets for full
and winter laying and have them
hatched as near the first of April as
posusible. Look out for mites and
Hee and disessen. Use prevontstions
